RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT 

Immediately after the close of the school year in June your 
Directors and Superintendent thoroughly inspected all of the 
school buildings and our findings were such as to warrant doing 
the following: thorough cleaning of all buildings, re-conditioning 
floors, replacing broken or missing glass in windows and doing 
other needful small repairs. 

Special mention should be made of the major alterations and 
improvements already completed or to be done during next 
school year. 


Dyer School 

Alterations in the basement completed, consisting of pro- 
viding additional heat, repairing the ceiling, which had been 
damaged because of moisture leaking into the basement during 
heavy storms, and some redecorating. The basement is now 
suitable as a playroom for the children as well as for meetings of 
any group interested in school activities in that area. 

Both classrooms were thoroughly cleaned, some painting 
done in one room in addition to the usual reconditioning of floors. 
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The exterior of the building was painted during the summer. 
This building is now in excellent condition. The school yard 
needs to be graded during next, summer. 

Replacements of all desks in bad condition were made during 
the past year.

This building was found to be in excellent condition, needing 
only usual thorough cleaning and some minor repairs. 

Cheney Hill School 

It was necessary for us to make a major alteration of the 
building in order to safeguard the health of those using it. Said 
alteration involved an addition to the building to house the 
toilets in such a way that any future leak could not possibly 
contaminate the water in the well. In making this alteration it 
was possible to increase the size and function of the kitchen. A 
new sink was installed. 

In addition to thoroughly cleaning the walls and recondi- 
tioning the floors, some exterior painting was done, as well as 
complete painting of the exterior. Other minor changes and 
repairs were made, and the building is now in excellent condition. 

Center Rutland School 

The necessary landscaping was completed in front of the 
building. New basement windows installed on the front of the 
building. A new fence was erected on the east and south lines 
of the property. Some grading done in the school yard, more 
must be done in the coming year. 

It was necessary to repair gutters and downspouts that had 
been damaged during the winter. The chimney was also rebuilt. 

Some of the exterior walls were thoroughly brushed, but 
painting was postponed until a later date. 

The interior was thoroughly cleaned, the walls reconditioned, 
some painting done in the toilets and a new stove was provided 
in the kitchen. 

All of the foregoing placed this building in an excellent 
state of repair. 

A tabulation of future enrollments, estimated from including 
pre-school children in the annual census, is given in this report. 
An effort is being made to use these figures to determine when 
additional classroom space may be required; also to plan the

At the Center Rutland School and at the Dyer School 
regular use of the motion picture projector and film slide projector 
has made learning by the pupils not only more enjoyable, but 
more meaningful. 

In addition to the usual routine of school instruction, oppor- 
tunity is given each child to practice the democratic way of life 
by participation in student government. Through assemblies, 
a student council, the safety patrol, and a monitor system, the 
pupils learn self-discipline, to develop leadership, to respect 
authority, to accept responsibility, and to more readily solve 
individual or group problems. 

Other activities include work in the glee club, music festival, 
dramatics, holiday observances, and the state sponsored forest 
essay contest. Approximately fifty per cent of the Center Rut- 
land school children are 4-H Club members. 

Similar activities as above mentioned for Center Rutland are 
carried out at the other three schools as appropriate for the age 
levels of the children. Primary efforts of the teachers concern 
attention to individual and group instruction in the basic sub- 
jects. Use of standard tests is now more limited to what they 
may mean to the local teacher for self-evaluation and getting an 
impartial measurement of pupil progress. 

Community interest at Cheney Hill has been strong, and 
improved facilities there have resulted from cooperative work 
between the teacher, parents, and school officials. 

At the Center Rutland school the P.T.A. has sponsored the 
usual worthwhile work. This year, in addition to assisting the 
doctor and nurse at health clinics, they also volunteered to give 
the eye and ear tests to the local children. They have helped in 
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the hot lunch program, safety patrol annual field day, parties for 
patrol members and monitors, a Christmas party, end-of-year 
picnic, graduation adornments, and 4-H Camp scholarships. 

The Cheney Hill P.T.A. has been similarly helpful in a busy 
program of events for the year, including seasonal exercises, 
clinics, parties and programs for and by the children. 

Parent groups have participated in occasional activities at 
Haiti and Dyer schools. 

Transportation has continued under the same arrangements 
as given in some detail in last year's report. 

Pupil assignments to the four schools was carried out in the 
same pattern as listed for 1953-1954, with one change that meant 
all fourth graders at Haiti would be taken to the Dyer school. 

Two new teachers wbre secured to fill vacancies created by 
resignations; one at the Dyer primary room, another at Center 
Rutland, for lower grades. 

The help of the public health nurse has been chiefly devoted 
to clinics held periodically. Her schedule has been tied in with 
work of a physician on a schedule of physical examinations of 
alternate grades so that each child is checked at least each two 
years. 

Federal commodities have again been obtained for school 
lunches where the state sponsored type of lunches are served. 
Foods received cost, only what the freight and locker storage fees 
amount to. Products available have been cheese, beef and gravy, 
dried beans, peaches, tomatoes, snap beans, butter, dried milk, 
peanut butter, shortening, salad oil, cranberry sauce, and figs. 

Having resumed the services of a music teacher-supervisor on 
a part-time plan for a third season, evidences of its value in our 
schools may now be realized with proper perspective. 

We, like others, are faced with an ever increasing cost of 
providing proper facilities and competent teachers for our ele- 
mentary schools, as well as to provide for higher education in 
high schools. 

At the Town Meeting in March 1954 your Board recom- 
mended a reduction in the school tax over the previous year in the 
amount of 30c on the Grand List, as we believed at that time 
that the reduction in tax was warranted and that said lower 
tax would provide sufficient funds to take care of the expense of 
operating the schools for the ensuing year. However, such was 
not the case because during the year we were obliged to make the 
expensive alteration at the Cheney Hill school, to take care of the 
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large increase in tuition for those attending high schools, as well 
as the extra expense in transporting a greater number of our 
children. These unexpected expenses will create a deficit at the 
end of the current school year of approximately $6,600, which is 
practically the same amount as the reduction in the tax for the 
past year. 

The expense of operating the schools for the ensuing year, 
starting July 1st, 1955, will be even greater than for the present 
school year. This increase will come principally from the large 
expense for tuition for those attending high schools, because of 
there being a larger number attending the schools and at a higher 
rate of tuition. There will be some increased cost in transporta- 
tion. Therefore, your Board requests a tax to cover the expense 
for operating the schools for the ensuing year of $2.48 on the 
Grand List, and also a tax of 30c. on the Grand List to take care 
of the deficit of the current year, making a total tax of $2.78 on 
the Grand List for 1955. The budget for the ensuing year is set 
forth in another part of the report, and by comparing the figure 
in same with those of previous years, one can easily ascertain 
where the increased cost occurs in operating the schools. 

We express our appreciation to the teachers for their services 
which they have so generously given and to the Parent and Teach- 
ers Associations and to all others, who have in any way con- 
tributed to the successful operations of our schools.

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CEMETERY COMMITTEE REPORT 

At the last regular Town Meeting, March 2, 1954, the follow- 
ing motion was made and passed: 

“Mrs. Hathaway moved that the Selectmen appoint a Com- 
mittee of 3 to make a study of a possibility of establishing a 
Town Cemetery, which motion was seconded. The findings 
of this Committee to be reported in the Town Report of 
1954.” 

Motion carried. 

Your Committee was duly appointed by the Board of Select- 
men. A study was made of existing burial grounds. The Ceme- 
tery at Center Rutland, located southerly of U. S. Route 4, and 
westerly of the Town Hall, was found to be well cared for but 
with no available lots. 

The other Cemetery, located at Cheney Hill, located on the 
crossroad between U. S. Route 7 and Grove Street Extension, 
was also found to be adequately cared for and greatly improved 
over what it had been in years past. A few lots are available in 
this burial ground at the present but it doesn't appear to answer 
the problem of a suitable Town Cemetery. 

Even though the two burial grounds located in Rutland 
Town, at the present, are maintained by the town, this Com- 
mittee feels that an additional site should be procured. It would 
seem wise to obtain a minimum of 10 acres, with an option on 
adjacent land for expanding, to insure room for many years to 
come.

REPORT OF THE ZONING COMMITTEE 

To the Voters of the Town of Rutland: 

At the Town Meeting in March 1953 considerable discussion 
took place in open meeting as to the advisability of perfecting and 
adopting a zoning ordinance. The voters at that meeting re- 
solved that a committee should be appointed, consisting of the 
Board of Selectmen and four other citizens of the Town, empower- 
ing them to give study to the propriety and necessity of a zoning 
ordinance. Due to the difficulties in finding people to serve, 
no action was taken towards forming a committee during that 
fiscal year. 

At the Town Meeting in 1954 the matter was again discussed, 
and the Selectmen were instructed to proceed with the forming 
of a committee for the study aforementioned. The committee 
was formed during the past year, and they have given study to the 
question to such an extent that they now make this report to the 
citizens of the Town. 

One of the first questions given consideration was “Why a 
zoning ordinance?” and the thinking of the committee resulted 
in this conclusion: 

The Town of Rutland has increased in population over a 
period of years, and it is the trend in this area, as well as through- 
out the nation, for people to desire to live in the smaller communi- 
ties where more land is available on which to construct homes 
where more privacy may be had, than in the congested urban 
districts. As the population increases, more residences, buildings 
for commercial use, and in some instances industrial plants, will 
be constructed, making it necessary to have a zoning ordinance to 
protect the owners of property as well as to promote the health, 
the safety and the general welfare of the community. 

Your committee has met several times. They have given 
study to the present Vermont statutes and have surveyed every 
mile of streets or highways in the Town to note the present 
nuisances. They have examined ordinances that are in effect 
in other communities. 

It is, of course, a fact that in the Town of Rutland our popu- 
lation is now well scattered, with the exception of Center Rutland, 
which could well be called a village. However, as times goes by, 
we believe that other sections of the Town will develop to such 
an extent that we will have similar settlements as now in Center 
Rutland. Therefore, we feel that now is the time to prepare for 
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the future in order to protect the properties now existing from 
encroachment of so-called nuisances, which would tend to de- 
crease the value of all property. 

We find that the Vermont statutes, section 3848, make it 
possible for a town, or any municipality within the State, to have 
its zoning ordinance without the necessity of having it approved 
by the Vermont State Legislature. We quote section 3848 of the 
Vermont statutes: 

“For the purpose of promoting the health, safety, or general 
welfare of the community, the legislative body of any muni- 
cipality, if so authorized by the voters, may regulate and 
restrict the size of buildings and other structures, the per- 
centage of lot that may be occupied, the size of yards, courts 
and other open spaces, the density of population and the 
location and use of buildings, structures and land for trade, 
industry, residence or other purposes.” 

Your committee was only empowered to give study to the 
situation and make recommendations to the citizens through the 
Annual Town Report and at the next Town Meeting. It is our 
opinion that it is necessary to have a zoning ordinance, and we 
recommend to the voters that a zoning committee be appointed 
or elected and that they be authorized to employ experienced 
legal counsel in the preparation of an adequate ordinance. Fur- 
ther, when such ordinance is prepared, that it be printed and 
distributed to the voters of the Town and that said report be 
formally presented to the voters at either a regular Town Meeting 
or a special Town Meeting legally called for the purpose of hear- 
ing said report and taking action thereon. 

The detail of such ordinance is so great that it would be 
impossible to enumerate it in this report, but for all intents 
and purposes it would be so drawn as to protect the health, the 
safety and the general welfare of the community.

($300.00) to be used in cooperation with the State and Federal 
Funds for controlling the spread of White Pine Blister Rust 
within the Town? 

12. Shall the Town appropriate One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) to secure the use of the Rutland Free Library to the 
inhabitants of the Town? 

13. Shall the Town School District vote to raise money by 
tax or otherwise to pay current expenses of Schools? If by tax, 
how much?
